A train carrying nine canvas-covered armored vehicles, each 
escorted by five or six soldiers, was at the Frankfurt/Oder rail~ 
road station on 15 August 1950. The train was headed toward Berlin. 
On the same day a rail shipment of lO trucks needing repair, coming 
from the east, passed through the station, heading toward Koenigs- 
wusterhausen,. 


The unloading of 8 AT gums of about 50 mn caliber, 12 new field 
kitchens, furniture and equipment from several railroad cars, and 
the unloading from three boxcars of soldiers wearing artillery 
insignia was observed in Haldensleben on 16 August 1950. 


A southbound train composed of 6 cars loaded with trucks, ) cars 
each carrying one AT gun of 70 to 80 mm caliber, and 23 cars loaded 
with equipment and furniture left the dehdenick railroad station 
on 17 August 1950.
